REMARKS 

Claims 67, 69- 73 and 75-82 are currently pending in the present application. 
Independent claim 67 has been amended to include the features of dependent claim 74 (and 
claim 74 has been cancelled). Claim 69 has been amended to correct a typographical error. 
Applicants believe no new matter has been added by the amendments. 

Applicants would like to thank the Examiner for granting and cordially conducting the 
in-person interview held on March 9, 2006. 

Specifically, and in accordance with 37 C.F.R. § 1.133 Applicants are providing a 

written statement of the in-person interview as follows: 

Claims 67 and 74 were discussed in view of the references cited by the Examiner. An 
agreement was reached regarding claim 74, that the cited portions of the references do 
not describe the claimed subject matter of claim 74. 

In accordance with the agreement reached at the in-person interview, Applicants have 
amended claim 67 to include the features of claim 74. Accordingly, claim 74 has been canceled, 
and claim 75 has been amended to be dependent of claim 67 rather than claim 74. 

Claim 67 now recites that the publisher client is "further configured to generate the 
subject information by appending a changeable portion to a fixed portion of the subject 
information." Features recited as a whole in amended claim 67 are not taught or suggested in the 
cited prior art. 

In view of the above amendments, Applicants submit that claims 67, 69-73, and 75-82 
are patentably distinguishable over the cited prior art because neither the MSMQ nor Todd 
references, individually or combined, teach or suggest generating subject information by 
appending a changeable portion to a fixed portion in combination with other claimed features. 
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Since the Examiner has considered claim 74, incorporating the features of now cancelled 
claim 74 into claim 67 introduces no new issue . Therefore entry of the current amendment and 
timely allowance of the pending claims is respectfully requested.
